This little cemetery is in the northeast quarter of Plain Township, 
about two miles south of the Franklin-Delaware county line, and less 
than a mile west of the Franklin-Licking county line. It is on the west 
side of the New~Albany Johnstown Road (62). The land was given by John 
Smith for cemotery purposes, and his burial in the spring of 1814 was 
the first one in the plot. He was a soldier of the American Revolution, 
as was also John Clouse who is buried here, and John Wetherholt whose 
grave is thought to be close to that of his wife Nancy. All legible 
insoriptions were copied December 3, 1948,
